London's aunt, Ninetta Barnes, fiist 
entertained line two young people. 
But it was not a case of love at 
first sight. 


Mrs. Barnes was a student of con- 


temporary literary people, and had 
discovered the youthful Jack at tha 
moment when he had just beg-un ro 
make good.

\vould call a "God-forsaken" p!acp. 
But the seals choose it because :t 
is men-forsaken. 


Tht_y congregate or, Richardson 


Rock, off San Miguel island, and 
on Flea - island, for these are the 
loneliest spots of all. On Richard- 
son Rock an automatic lighthouse 
towers above them whose love light 
seen across the waves welcomes 
many a weary seal to his honey- 
moon rocks. 


The sea lions come first to choose 
the best rocks commanding the 
open sea. This is not as easy as it 
sounds, for- many sea lions are apt 
to favor the same spot near the 
water. Then the big fellows fight 
for it in a battle royal till through 
sheer brute strength ana wit, one 
sea lion wins the coveted place and 
holds it against all comers. 


Soon the small black or gray 
he.ids of the "cows" appear on the 
water near the rookery. They look 
like dogs' heads with gieat mourn- 
ful. dark eyes. 


• When the water closes over them 
gradually, more than one man has 
thought anxiously, '-\\ hy, that's a 
dog drowning!" 


Yet these seals are born and " 


bred near the water. They under- 
stand its subtle undercurrent's and 
i'.j \uiy feel of the twite r far bet- 
ter than the flying men of today 
understand air currents and pock- 
ets 
The seals know the sea not 


only from their own experience, 
but from their instinct which has 
growi from their ancestors' ad- 
ventures dating1 back thousands of 
yours. 


Sea lions believe in dividing their 


affections between many bathing 
beauties. Each bull has a harem 
of perhaps n dozen dusky darlings 
Vho bask in the sunshine oh the

rocks and sand of these islands. 


Deadly 
duels ensue when a 


strange sea lion weighing perhaps 
two tons, flops into the private 
grounds of these .bulls and casts 
perchance a sidelong glance at the 
cows in the distance. The lordly 
bulls meet all comers and their life 
is simply a survival of the fittest, 
though they let their adversary go 
if he is thoroughly beaten. 


As the days advance the proud 
mothers croon' to their pups soft 
sea songs. Rudyard Kipling inter- 
prets the seal-song like this:

Often the killer \\hales hang 


around these rocks to steal the 
young pups and to eat them as 
luscious tidbits. 
The whale will

The seal rookeries are just as 
near the water as possible, for they 
want front box seats to watch the 
spectacular diving and swimming 
contests that are done every day 
during 
the 
happy honeymoon 


month. 
A seal may look ungainly flop- 


ping out of the water upon the 
rocks or sand. She is really too 
plump to look graceful shimmying 
through the sand on her highly- 
polished "tummy," pushing herself 
along with her flippers and some- 
times humping it when she's in a 
hurry to find her pup. 
But once in the water not even 


a mermaid can enual her grace 
and darting quickness uf nio\e- 
ment. Under water swimming is as 
easy to her as walking is to her 
enemy-man. She likes to splash as 
well as the next fellow and her 
methods of catching fi«h mi thp 
fin are marvelous in their ftexter- 
ityThe pups play together in the 
sand and listen to the barking of 
the big fellows. Some nisht? when 
the moon glimmers merrily through 
the fog:, strange tales are told of 
adventures with man.

THE RISE OF ROME 


•HOW EOME HAPPENED 


' THE Roman Empire was an accident. , No one planned it 
It 


"happened." 
No famous general or statesman or cut-throat ever got 


-op and said "Friends, Romans, Citizens, we must found an Empire. 
Follow nie and together we shall conquer all the land from the Gates 
of Hercules to Mount Taurus." 


• Borne produced famous generals and equally distinguished states- 


men and cut-throats, and Eoman armies fought.all over the world. 
But the Eoman empire-making was done without a preconceived plan. 
The average Eoman was a very matter-of-fact citizen. He disliked 
theories about government. "When someone began to recite "eastward 
the course- of Eoman Empire, etc., etc.," he hastily left the forum. 
' He just continued to take more and more land because circumstances, 
forced aim to do so. He was not driven by ambition or by greed. 
Both by uature and inclination he was a farmer and wanted to stay 
at home. But when he was attacked he was obliged to defend him- 
self and ,when the enemy happened to cross the sea to ask for aid In 
a distant country then the patient Eoman marched many dreary miles 
to defeat this dangerous foe and when this had been accomplished, he 
stayed behind to adminster his newly conquered provinces lest they 
fall into the lands of wandering Barbarians and become themselves 


.the contemporaries it was so very simple, as you shall see in a moment. 


In the year 203 B.C. Scipio had crossed the African Sea and had 


. carried the war into Africa. 
Carthage had called Hannibal .back. 


Badly supported by his mercenaries, Hannibal had been defeated near 
•Zarna. The Romans had asked for his surrender and Hannibal had 


• fled to get aid from the kings of Macedonia and. Syria, as I told you 
: in my last chapter. 
, 


! 
Tire rulers of these two. countries (remnants of the Empire of 


'[Alexander the 'Great) just then were contemplating a_n expedition 


; against Egypt. They hoped to divide the rich Nile valley between 
(themselves. ^The'king of Egypt had heard of this and he had asked 
jiEome to come to his support. 
The stage ^was set 'for >; a number of 


'highly interesting plots and counter-plots. But. the Eomans, with 
.,their lack of imagination, rang the curtain down before the play had 
,been fairly started. 
Their legions completely defeated the heavy 


Greek phalanx which was still used by the Macedonians as their battle 
formation. That happened in the year 197 B.C. at the battle in the 
plains of Cynoseephahie or "Dogs' Heads," in central Thessaly. 


The Eomans then marched southward to Attica and informed the 


Greeks that they had come to "deliver the Hellenes from the Mace- 


. 'donian yoke." The Greeks, having learned nothing in their years of 
semi-slavery, used their new freedom in a most unfortunate way. All 
the little city-states once more began to "quarrel with each other as 
they had done in the good old days. The Eomans, who had Kttle un- 
derstanding and less love for these silly bickerings of a race which 


'•' ,they rather despised, showed great forebearanfe. But tiring of. these 


endless dissensions they lost patience, invaded Greece, burned down 
Corinth (to "encourage the other Greeks") and sent a Roman gov- 


' ernor to Athens to rule this turbulent province. In this way, Mace- 


'dbnia and Greece became buffer states, which protected Bome's eastern 
frontier, 
. 
' 


Meanwhile right across the Hellespont lay the Kingdom of Syria, 


, and Antiochus III, who ruled that vast land, had shown great eager- 
' Bess when his distinguished guest, General Hannibal, explained to him 


how easy it would be to invade Italy and sack the city of Borne. 


Lucius Scipio, a brother of Scipio the African .fighter who had

defeated Hannibal and his Carthaginians at Zarna, was sent to Asia 
Minor. He destroyed the armies of the Syrian king near Magnesia 
(ia the year 190" B:C. Shortly afterwards, Antiochus was lynched by, 
his own ^people. Asia Minor became a Eoman protectorate and the 
e-rvioll riitY>:T?/iTvn1iKn nf "Rnrnn iir<io miotrooo r\f mn«<- nf tltP Iflnds 
bordered upon the Mediterranean.

REST AND REVOLUTION BECAME AN EMPIRE

WHEN" the Eoman armies returned ;from these many' victorious 


campaigns, they" were received with great jubilation. Alas and alack I 
this sudden glory did not make the country.any happier. On the con- 
trary. The endless campaigns had ruined the farmers who had beeu 
"obliged to do the hard work of Empire making;. It had placed tooV 
much power in the hands of the successful generals (arid their private 
friends) who had used the^ar as an excuse for .wholesale robbery. 


The old Roman. Bepublic had been, proud of the simplicity which! 


had characterised the lives of her famous men. The new Bepublic felt 
ashamed-of .the shabby coats and the high principles which had been 
fashionable in.the days of its grandfathers. It became a land of ricH 
people ruled by rich people for the benefit of rich people. As sucli 
it was doomed to disastrous failure, as I shall now teiryou. 


Within less than a century and a half Rome "had become the mis- 


tress of practically all the land around the Mediterranean. .In those 
early days' of history a prisoner of war lost his freedom andjjecame 
'a slave. The Roman regarded war as a very serious business and he 
showed no mercy to a;conquered foe.. After the fall of Carthage, the 
Carthaginian women and children were sold into bondage together 
with their own slaves,. And a like fate awaited the obstinate inhabit- 
ants of Greece and M-acedonia and Spain and Syria when 'they dared 
to revolt against the Roman power. 


Two thousand years ago. a slave was merely a piece of machinery. 


Nowadays a rich man invests his money in factories. The rich people 
of Rome (senators, generals and war-profiteers) invested theirs ia 
land and in slaves. The land they bought or took in the newly-ac- 
quired provinces. The slaves they bought in open market wherever 
they happened to .be cheapest. During most of the third and second, 
centuries before Christ there was a plentiful supply, and as a result 
the landowners worked their slaves until, they dropped dead in their 
tracks, when they bought new ones at the nearest bargain-counter of 
Corinthian or Carthaginian captives. 


- And now.behold the fate of the frecborn farmer! 


• . He had done his duty ^yard Borne and he had fought h«r batiles- 


without complaint. But when he came home after ten, fifteen or 
twenty years, his lands were covered with weeds and his family had 
been ruined. But he was a strong man and willing to begin life amny, 
He sowed and planted and waited for the harvest. He carried his 
grain to the market together with his cattle and his poultry, to find 
that the large landowners who worked their, estates with slaves could 
underbid him all along the line. For a couple of years he tried to 
hold ibis own.- Then he gave up in despair. He left the country and 
he went to. the nearest city. In the city he was as hungry as he had 


. ; . - ' • . - . 
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been before oa the land. 15nt he shared his misery will) thousands 
of other disinherited beings. TLey crouched together in filthy hovels 
in the suburbs of the large cities. They were apt to get sick and die 
from terrible epidemics. They were all profoundly discontented. They 
Lad fought for their country and this was their reward. They were 
always willing to listen to -those plausible spell-binders who gather 
around a public grievance'like so many hungry vultures, and soon 
they became a grave menace to the safely of the state. 


But the'class of the newly-rich shrugged its shoulders. "We have 


our army and our policemen," they argued, "they will keep the mob'iu 
order." And they hid themselves behind the high walls of their pleas- 
ant villas ami cultivated their gardens and read the poems of a cer- 
tain Homer which a Greek slave had just translated into very pleasing 
Latin hexameters. 


In a few families however the old tradition of unseliish service to 


the Commonwealth -=ontinued. 
Cornelia, the daughter of Scipio 


Africamis, had been married to a Roman "by the. name of Gracchus. 
She had two sons, Tiberius and Gaius. When the boys grew up they 
'entered polilrcs and tried to bring about certain "much-needed reforms. 
A census liad shown that most of the land of the Italian peninsula 
•was owned by two thousand noble families. Tiberius Gracchus, hav- 
ing been elected a Tribune, tried to help the freemen. He revived two . 
ancient la^s which restrictd the number of acres which a single owner' 
might possess. In .this'way he hoped to revive the valuable old class 
•of small and independent freeholders. The newly-rich called him a 
robber and an enemy of the state. There were street riots. A parry 
of thugs was hired to kill the popular Tribune. Tiberius Gracchus 
•was attacked when he enteie'd the assembly and was beaten to death. 
Ten years later his brother Gaius tried tho.experiment of reforming 
a nation against the expressed wishes, of a strong piivileged class. He 
passed a "poor law" which was'meant to help tlit destitute farmers. 


. Eventually it made the greater part of the Roman citizens into pro- 


i'es^ional beggars. 


lie established colonies of destitute people iu distant pads of the 


empire, but these settlements failed to attract the right sort of people. 
Before Gains Giacchus could do more harm he two wa«? murdered 


CAESAR GOES WEST 


and his followers were either killed or exiled. The first two reformers 
had been gentlemen. The two who came after were of a very different 
stamp. 
They \\cre professional soldiers. 
One was called Marious. 


The name of the other was Sulla. Both enured a large personal fol- 
lowing. 


Sulla was the leader of the landowners. Marious, the victor in a 


great battle at the foot of the Alps when the Teutons and the Cimbri 
lad been annihilated, was the popular hero of the disinherited freemen: 


Now it happened in the year SS B.C. that the Senate of Rome was 


greatly disturbed by rumors that came from Asia. Mithridates. king 
of a country along the shores of the Black Sea, and a G_reek on his 
mother's side, had seen the possibility of establishing a second Alex- 
andrian Ernpir*. He began his campaign for world-domination with 
the murder of all Roman citizens who happened to be in Asia Minor, 
men, women and children. Such an act, of course, meant war. 
The 


Senate equipped an army to march against the King of Pontus and 
punish him for his crime. But Avho was to be commander-in-ehjef ? 
"Sulla/' said the Senate, "because he is Consul." "Manns," said the 
mob, "because lie has been Consul five times and because he is the 
champion of our rights." 


Possession is nine points of the law. 
Sulla happened to be its 


actual command of the army. He went west to defeat Mithridates and 
M:miis fied to Africa. There he waited until he heard that Snlla had 
crossed into Asia.- lie then returned TO Jialy, gaihered a moiiey crew 
of malcontents, marched on Rome and entered the city with his pro- 
fessional highwaymen, spent five days and five nights, slaughtering" 
the enemies of the Senatorial party, got himself elected rr>n«ul and 
promptly died from the excitement of the last fortnight. • 


There followed four years of disorder. Then Sulla, having defeated 


Mithridates, announced that he was ready to return to Rome and 
settle a few old scores of his own. He was as good as his word. For 
weeks his soldiers were busy executing those of their fellow citizens 
irho were suspectd of democratic sympathies. 
One day they got hold 


of a young fellow who had beea often seen in the company of Marius. 
They were going to hang him *isen some one interfered. ."The boy is 


•too yonngj" he said,land they let him go. His name was Julius Ctesar." 
You shall meet him again on the nest page. 
. As for Sulla, he became "Dictator," which meant sole and supreme 
ruler of all the Roman possessions. He ruled Rome for four years, and 


- he died quietly in his bed, having spent the last year of his life tenderly 


raising his cabbages, ^is was the custom of so many Romans who had 
spent a lifetime killing their fellowmen. 


But conditions did not grow better. On the contrary, they grew 


wor.se. Another general, Gnsous Pompeius, or Pomppy, a clo«e friend 
of Snlla, went east to renew the war against the ever troublesome 
Mithridates. He drove that energetic potentate iiito the mountains 
where Mithridates took poison and killed himself, welL-knowing what 
fate awaited him as a Roman captive. Next he re-established the 
authority of Rome over Syria, destroyed Jerusalem, roamed through 
western Asia, trying to revive the myth, of Alexander the Great, and 
at last (in the year 62) returned to Some with a dozen ship-loads of 
defeated Kings and Princes and Generals, all of whom were forced 
to march in the triumphal procession of this enormously popular 
Roman who presented his city with the sum of forty million dollars 
in plunder. 


It was necessary that the government of Rome be placed in the 


almost fallen into the hands of a good-for-nothing yung aristocrat by 
bands of. a strong man. Only a few months before, the town Lad 
the name of Catiline, who had gambled away his money and hoped to 
reimburse himself for his losses by a little plundering. 
Cicero, a 


public-spirited lawyer,.had discovered the plot, had warned the Sen- 
ate, and had forced Catiline to flee. But there were other ycainj* men 
with similar ambitions and it was no time for idle talk. 


Pompey organized a triumvirate which'was to take charge of af- 


fairs. 
He became the leader of this Vigilante Committee, Gaius 


Julius Caesar, who had made a reputation for himself as governor of 
Spain, was the second in command. The tbiid was an indifferent 
sort of person by the name of Crassus. He had been elected because 
he was incredibly rich, having been a successful "contractor 'of war 
supplies. He soon went upon an expedition against the Parthians and 
•nas killed. 


As for Caasar, who was by far the ablest of the three, he decided 


that he needed a little more military glory to become a popular hero. 
He crossed the Alps find conquered that-part of the world which is

the Rhine and invaded the land of the wild Teutons. Finally he took 
ship and visited England. Heaven knows where lie might have 
ended if he had not been forced to return to Italy. Pompey, so he 
was informed, had been appointed dictator for life. This of cojirse 
meant that Caesar was to be placed- on the list of the "retired officers," 
and the idea did not appeal to him. - He remembered -that he had 
begun life as a follower of Mai ins. He decided to teach the Senators 
and their "dictator" another lesson. He crossed the Rubicon River 
which separated the province of Cis-alpine Gaul from Italy. Evpry- 
whei-e he was received as the ''friend of the people " Without difficulty 
Csesar entered Rome antl Pompey fled to Gieere. C:t?snr followed him 
and defeated his followers near Pharsalus. Pompey sailed across the 
Mediterranean and escaped* to Egypt. When he landed he was mur- 
dered by order of ycnng King Ptolemy. 
A few days later Ciesar 


arrived. He found himself caught in a trap. P.-oth the Egyptians and 
the Roman garrison which bad remained faithful to I'omT>c>y, attacked 
,his camp. 


Fortune ~nas ^ ith. Caesar. He succeeded in setting fire to ihe 


Egyptian fleet. Incidentally the sparks of the burning vessels fell on 
the roof of the famous library of Alexandria (which was just off the 
water front,) and destroyed it. Next he attacked the Egyptian army, 
drove the soldiers into th« Nile, drowned Ptolemy, and^estnblished a 
new government under Cleopatra, the sister of the hate king. Just 
then word reached him that Pharnaces, the son and heir of Mithridates, 
had gone on the war-path. Caesar marched northward, defeated Phar- 
naces in a war which lasted five days, sent word of hi.s \U-un-y to 
Rome in the famous sentence "veni, vidi, vici." which is Latin for "I 
came, I saw, I" conquered," and .returned to Egypt where he fell 
desperately in love with Cleopatra, who followed him to Rome when 
lie returned to take charge of the government, in the .year 4C. 
He 


marched at the head of not less than four different victory-parades, 
having won four different campaigns. 


Then Cffisar appeared ra the Senate to report upon his adventures, 


and the grateful Senate made him "dictator" for ten years. It was a 
fatal step. 


The new dictator made serious attempts to reform the Roman 


state. He made it possible for freemen to become members of the 
Senate. He conferred the rights of citizenship upon distant com- 
munities as had been done in the early days of Roman history. 
He 


permitted "foreigners" to exercise influence upon the government. He 
reformed the administration of the distant provinces which certain 
ariistoU'uuv- families Lac! come to regard as their private prv^^ionc, 
In short he did many things for the good of the majority of the people 
but which made him thoroughly unpopular with the most- powerful 
men in thp state. Half a hundred young aristocrats formed a plot_ 
"to save the Republic." On the Ides of March (the'fifteenth of March." 
according to.that.new calendar which Ciesar had brought wilb him 
from Egypt) Caesar was murdered when he entered the Senate. Once 
more Rome was without a master. 
J 


There were two men who tried to continue the tradition of Ciesar'a 


glory. One was Antony, his former secretary. The other was Oc- 
tavian, Caesar's grand-nephew and ~beit to bis estate. Octavian re- 
mained in Borne, but Antony went to Egypt-to be near-Cleopatra with 
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pire became one of its minor pi-ovim-es. Underneath this glory (bore 
lived millions upon millions of poor and tired human beings, Uiiiing 
like ants who have built a mist underneath a heavy stone. 
They 


worked for the benefit of some one else. They shared their food with 
the animals of the fields'. They lived in .stables. They died without 
hope. 


It was the seven hundred and fiftj-third year since the founding 


of J?ome. Gaius Julius Cfesar Actavianus Augustus was living in 
the palace of the Palatine Hill, busily engaged upon the task of ruling 
his empire. 


In a little ullage of distant Sjiia, Mary, the wife of Joseph Hie 


Carpenter, was tending her little boy, born in a stable of Bethlehem. 


This is a strange woiTd. 
Before long, the palace and the stable were to meet in open combat. 
And the stable was to emerge victorious.

CALLED JESUS 


IN the autumn of the year of the city 783 (winch would be 02 A.D.. in 


our way of counting time) Aesculapius Cultellus, a Roman phjsici.m, 
wrote-to his nephew who was with the army in fyria a« follow •*: 
My dear Nephew. 


A few dajV ago I was called in to prescribe for a sick man. named 


Paul. He appeared to be a Roman citizen of Jewish parentage, well 
educated and of agreeable manners. I had bean told that he was here 
in connection w i t h a law-suit, an appeal from one of our proM'ucial 
couits, Cajsarea or some such place in the eastern Mediterranean. He 
had been described to me as a "wild and violent'' fellow who had been 
making speeches against the People and against the law. I found him 
very intelligent and of great honesty. 


A friend of mine who used to be with the army in Asia Minor tells 


me that he Leard something about him in Ephesus where he was preach- 
ing sermons about a strange sew God. I asked my patient if this were 
tine and whether he had told the people to -rebel against the will of 
our beloved Emperor. PauJ answered me that the Kingdom of which.

•whom he too had fallen in love, as seems to have been the habit of 
Roman generals. 


A war broke out between the two. In the battle of Actium, Oc- 


taviari defeated Antony. Antony killed himself and Cleopatra was 
left alone to face the enemy. She tried verv hard to make Octavian 
her third Roman conquest. When she saw that she could make no 
impression Upon" this very pioud aristocrat she killed herself, and 
Eg.} ;jt became a Roman province. 


As for Octavian, he was a veiy wise young man and he did not 


repeat the mistake of his famous uncle. He knew howr people will 
fthy at words. He was very modest in his demands when he returned 
to Rome. He did not want to be a "dictator.'' He would be entirely 
satisfied with the title of "the Honorable." But when the Senate, 
a few years later, addressed him as Augustus—the Illustrious—he did 
no( 'object and a few years later the man in 1he street called him 
Cit'Sciv, or Kaiser, while the soldiers, accustomed to regard Octavian 
as (heir Commander-in-chief referred to him as the Chief, the Impera- 
tor or Emperor. The Republic had become an Empire, but the aver- 
age Roman was hardly aware of the fact. 


In 14 A.B. hio portion a« th<> Atisolntp fiul^r of the "Roman people 


had become so well established that he was made an object of that 
divine worship -which-hitherto had been reserved for tbe'Gods. And 
hN successors were true '"Emperors"—the absolute rulers of the great- 
est nn pi re the-world had ever seen. 


If the truth be told, the average citizen was sick and tired of 


anarchy and disorder. He did not care ,who ruled him provided the 
new master gave him a chance to live quietly and without the noise 
of eternal street riots. Octavian assured his subjects forty years of 
peace. He had no desire to extend the frontiers of his domains. In 
the year 9 A.B. he had contemplated an invasion of the northwestern 
•wilderness wvhich was inhabited by the Teutons. But Yarrus, his gen- 
eral, had been killed with all his men in the Teutoburg Woods, and 
after thr.t the Romans made no further attempts to civilise these wild 
people. 


They concentrated their efforts upon the gigantic problem of in- 


tmial refoim. But it was too late to do much good. Two centuries 
of revolution and foreign war had repeatedly killed the best men 
among the younger generations. 
It had ruined the class of the free 


farmers. 
It bad introduced slave labor, against which no freeman 


«u\)Jd hupc to compete. It had tv.rr.cd the cities into bee^'vc" ruhnbitod' 
by pauperized and unhealthy mobs of runaway peasants. It had 
created a large bureaucracy—petty officials who were underpair and 
ivho were forced to take graft in order to buy bread and clotKng for 
their families. Worst of all, it had accustomed people to violence, to 
bloodshed, to a barbarous pleasure in the pain and suffering of others. 


Outwardly, tn« Koman' state* during the first century of our era 


•was a magnificent political 'structure; so large that Alexander's

Six weeks later, Gladius Ensa, the nephew, fa captain of the VII 


Gallic Infantry, answered as follow^:

My dear Uncle, 


I reeened your letter and I have obeyed your instructions. 
Two weeks ago our brigade was sent to Jerusalem. " Tliere have 


been several revolutions during the last century and there is not much 
left of the old city. We havej)een here now for a month and tomorrow 
we shall continue our march to Petra, where there has been trouble with 
some of the Arab ttibes. 'I shall use this evening to answer your 
questions, but pray do not expect a detailed report. _ 
' 


I have talked with most of the older men in this city but-few have 


been able to give me any detiuite infoiuidtiou. A few djjs r.go a pedler 
came to the camp. I bought some of his olives and I asked him 
whether he h?d ever heard of the famous Messiah whcTwas killed whew 
he was young. He said that he remembered, it very clearly, because 
his father had taken him to Golgotha (.a hill just outside the city) to 


• see the execution, and to show him what became of the enemies of 


the lows of (he people of Judsea. He gave me the address of one 
Jo.«eph, who had been a personal friend of the Messiah and told me 
that I had better go and see him if I wanted to know more. 


^ This morning I went to call on Joseph. He was quite an old man. 


He had been a fisherman on one of the fresh-water lakes. His memory 
was clear, and.from him at last I got a fairly definite account of what 
bad happened during the troublesome days before I was born. 


Tiberius, our great and glorious emperor, was on the throne, and 


an officer of the name of Pontius Pilatus was governor of Judrea and 
Samaria. Joseph knew little about this Pilatus. He seemed to have 
IceJj an Lonc&t: ccougl: of fir!'! 3 ^ho Wt o rliwnt reputation as pro- 
curator of the province. In the year 75? or 750 (Joseph "had forgot (en 
when) Pilatus was called to Jerusalem on accotrnt of a riot. A cer- 
tain younsr man (the son of a carpenter of Nazareth) was said to be 
planning a revolution against the Roman government. 
Strangely 


enough our own intelligence officers, who are usually well -informed, 
appear to-have heard nothing about it, and when they investigated 
the matter they reported that the carpenter was an excellent citizen 
and that there was no reason to proceed against him. But the old- 
fashioned leaders of the Jewish faith, according toJTosepl), were much

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upset 
Tlic.y greatly disliked his popularity with the masses of the 


poorer Hebrews. The "Nazarene" (so they told Pilatus) had publicly 
claimed that a Greek or a Roman or even a Philistine, who tried to 
live a decent and honourable life, was quite as good as a Jew who 
spent his days studying the ancient laws of Moses. Pilatus does not 
seem to have been impressed by this argument, but when the crowds 
around the temple threatened to lynch Jesiis, and kill all his followers, 


- he decided to take the carpenter intox.custody to save his life. 


He does not appear to have understood the real nature of the 


quarrel. Whenever he asked the Jewish priests to explain their griev- 
ances, they shouted "heresy'' and "treason" and got terribly excited. 
Finally, so Joseph told me, Pilatus sent for Joshua (that was the 
name of the Nazarene, but the Greets who live in "this part of the 
world always refer to him as Jesus) to examine him personally. He 
talked to him for several hours. He asked him about the "dangerous 
Doctrines" which he was said to have preached on the shores of the 
sea 01 uumee. jtfut uesus answered tliat he never relerred to politics. 
He was not so much interested in the bodies of men as in Man's soul. 
Ee wanted all people to regard their neighbours as their brothers and 
to love one single God, who was the father of all living beings. 


Pilatus, who seems to have been well versed in the doctrines of 


the Btoics and the other Greek philosophers, does not appear to have 
discovered anything seditious in the talk of Jesus. According to my 
informant he made another attempt .to save the life of the kindly 
prophet He kept putting the execution off. Meanwhile the people, 
lashed into fury by their priests, got frantic with rage. There had 
been many riots in Jerusalem before this and there were only a 
few Roman soldiers within calling distance. Reports were being sent 
to the Roman authorities in Csesarea that Pilatus had "fallen a victim 
to the teachings of the Nazarene." Petitions were being circulated 
all through the city to have Pilatus recalled, because he was an enemy 
of the Emperor. You know that our governors have strict instructions 
to avoid an open break with their foreign subjects. To save the coun- 
try from civil war, Pilatus finally sacrificed his prisoner, Joshua, who 
behaved with great dignity and who forgave all those who hated him. 
He was crucified amidst the howls _and the laughter of the Jerusalem 
mob. 


That is what Joseph told me, with tears running down his old 


cheelcs. I gave him a gold piece when I left him, but he refused it 
and asked me to hand it to one poorer than himself. I also asked 
him a few questions about your friend Paul. He_had known him 
slightly. He seems to have been a tent maker who gave up his pro- 
fession that he might preach the words of a loving and forgiving God, 
who was so very different from that Jehovah of whom, the Jewish 
priests are telling \is~all the time. Afterwards, Paul appears to have 
travelled much, in Asia Minor and in Greece, telling the slaves that 
they were all children of one loving Father and that Jiappiness awaits_ 
all, both rich and poor, who have tried to live honest lives and have 
done good to those who were suffering and miserable. 


I hope thai I have answered your questions to your satisfaction. The 


whole story seems very harmless to me as far as the safety of the state 
is concerned. But then, we Romans never have been able to under- 
stand the people of this province. I am sorry that they have killed 
your friend Paul. I wish that I were at home again, and I am, as 
ever,

THE FALL OF ROME 


THE TWILIGHT OF ROME 


THE text-books of ancient History give the date 47G as the year in 


which Rome fell, because in that year the last emperor was driven off 
]\li) throne. But Rome, which was not built in a day, took a long time 
falling. The process was so slow and so gradual that most Romans 
did not realise how their old world was coming to an end. They com- 
plained about the wires T «f-the times—they'grumbled about the high 


prices of food and about the low wages of the workmen—they cursed 
the profiteers who had a monopoly of th£ grain and the wool and the 
gold coin. Occasionally they rebelled against an unusually rapacious 
governor. But the majority of the people during the first four cen- 
turies of our era ate and drank (whatever their purse allowed them to 
buy) and hated or loved (according to their nature) and went to the 
theatre (whenever there was a free show of fighting gladiators) or 
starved in the slums" of the big cities, utterly ignorant of the fact that 
their empire had outlived its usefulness and was doomed to perish. 


How could they realize the threatened danger? Rome made a 


fine showing of outward glory. Well-paved roads connected the dif- 
ferent provinces,, the imperial police were active .and showed little 
tenderness for highwaymen. The frontier was closely guarded against 
the savage tribes who seemed to be occupying the waste lands of north- 
ern Europe. The whole world was paying tribute to the mighty city - 
of Rome and a score cf able men were Avorking day and night to undo 
the mistakes of the past and bring about a return to the happier con- 
ditions of the early Republic. 


But the -underlying causes of the decay of the State, of which I 


have told you in a former chapter, had not been removed and reform 
therefore was impossible. 


Rome was, first and last-and all the time, a city-state as Athens 


and Corinth had been city-states in ancient "Hellas. It had been able 
to dominate the Italian peninsula. But Rome as the ruler of the 
entire civilised world v,as a political impossibility and could not en- 
dure. Her young men were killed in her endless wars. Her farmers 
were ruined by long military service and by taxation. 
They either 


became professional beggars or hired themselves out to rich land- 
owners who gave them board and lodging in exchange for their ser- 
vices and made them "serfs,'' those unfortunate human beings who 
are neither slaves nor freemen, but who have become port of the soil 
upon ^hich they work, like so many cows, aud the trees. 


The Empire, the State, had become everything. The common citizen 


had dwindled down to less than nothing. As for the slaves, they had 
heard the words that were spoken by Paul. They had accepted the 
message of the humble carpenter of Nazareth. 
They did not rebel 


-against their masters. 
On the contrary, they had been taught to be 


meek and they obeyed their superiors. But they had lost all interest 
jn the affairs of this world which had proved such a miserable place of 
abode. They were willing to fight the good fight that they might 
enter into the Kingdom of Heaven. But tbev werp not wil]m<r to on- 
gage in warfare for the benefit of aa ambitious emperor who aspired 
to glory by way of a foreign campaign in the land of the Parthiana or 
the Numidians or the Scots. 


And so conditions grew worse as the centuries went by. The first 


Emperors had continued the tradition of "leadership" which had given 
the old tribal chieftains such a hold upon their subjects. But the Em- 
perors of the second and third centuries were Barrack-Emperors, pro- 
fessional soldiers, who existed by the grace of their body-guards, the 
so-called Praetorians. They succeeded each other with terrifying , 
rapidity, murdering their way into the palace and being murdered out 
of it as soon as their successors had become ri«h enough to bribe the 
guards into a new rebellion. 


Meanwhile the barbarians were hammering at the gates of the 


northern frontier. As there were no longer any native Roman armies 
to stop their progress, foreign mercenaries had to be hired to fight the 
invader. As the foreign soldier.happened to be of the same blood as 
his supposed enemy, he was apt to be quite lenient when he engaged 
in battle. Finally, by way of experiment, a few tribes were allowed to 
settle within the confines of the Empire. Others followed. Soon these 
tribes complained bitterly of the greedy Roman tax-gatherers, who 
took away their last penny. When "they got no redress they marched 
to Rome and loudly demanded that they be heard. 


This made Rome very uncomfortable as an Imperial residence. 


Constantine (who ruled from 323 to 337) looked for "a new capital. He 
chose Byzantium, the gate-way for the commerce between Europe and 
Asia. The city was renamed Constantinople, auu the eourc moved 
eastward. When Constantine died, his two sons, for the sake of a 
more efficient administration, divided the Empire between them. The 
elder lived jin Rome and ruled in the west. The younger stayed in 
Constantinople and was-master of the east. 


Then caine the fourth century and the terrible visitation of the 


Huns, those mysterious Asiatic horsemen who for more than two cen- 
turies maintained themselves in Northern Europe and continued their 
career of bloodshed until they were defeated near Chalons-sur-Marne 
in France In the year 451.

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again, Jn the form of reptile, man, 
bird or animal.

permanent relief cannot be hoped 
for. 
Light rains, accompanied by

checked. 
This has happened in 


the northwest this week. 


For the first time radio and air- 


planes are being used in combina- 
tion in efforts to save the forests. 
Regular patrol lines have been 
laid out for the aircraft. Oregon

government also has 'them on the 
job. 
Unfortunately their efficiencj 


is seriously interfered with by the 
heavy clouds of smoke that^fill thu 
yalleya and obscure the peaks.

TOURISTS ENDANGERED. 
Many summer tourists have been 


in danger, but, because of warnings 
issued, they have 
been able to

rapidly 


through the dry tinder that-floors 
the forest at this 
season, then 


climb into the giant trees and with 
flames leaping

branch to

spectacle is one to create fear even 
in the hearts of the grizzled tim- 
ber men who are leading the fight. 
' The forest rangers have been 
able to get warning to nearly all of 
the settlers in the regions affected, 
so that most of them have been 
able to escape. 
Federal officials 


and the protective association ex- 
perts of the private lumber com- 
panies, have been working together 
and already 
have 
saved many 


especially valuable tracts in the 
territory affected. 
Blankets, axes, 


shgyels and unlimited supplies ot 
provisions have been sent into the 
various sections While men to aid 
the fight are being hired wherever 
possible. 
The Spokane office of 


the forest service has been send- 
ing about fifty men into the woods 
and all of the other big cities adja- 
cent to the fire zone follow a simi- 
lar program. 


In the St. Maries area in North- 


ern Idaho, hundreds of men have 
been fighting fire for weeks on a 
front of nearly 17p miles. Camp- 
ing in abandoned lumber camps 
and everywhere else that a base 
can be located, they have worked 
incessantly to hold the fire in the 
scrub wooded sections, ^even using 
a gas engine and 1000 feet of hose 
at one point. 


HUGE ACREAGE AIHIE. 


It is impossible yet even to ap- 


proximate the damage.

cent reports show fires burning 
over the following areas, the re- 
port being for only a single day: 


Kootenai national forest, north- 


western Montana, 100 acres; Foehl 
Creek district, St. Joe, Idaho, 300 
acres; Kaniksu forest, 800 acres; 
Myrtle Creek, northern Idaho, 1000 
acres; Twin Creek,-near Portland, 
the largest fire in years, area not 
estimated; Bull Run water reser- 
voir, area not estimated.

Radio fans, it is almost certain, 


•will be tuning their apparatus vo a 
new schedule for radio broadcast- 
Jng after the luncheon meeting of 
the owners of broadcasting stations 
next Tuesday in San Francisco. 


The meeting may result in 'the 


changing of -the • entire schedule to 
accommodate new stations, and the 
real-ranging of the time allotted 
the individual stations, which will 
mean that the present schedule as 
it 'is" now bcins printed and distrln- 
•uted by various cor.i-.erns, will in 
Tib way" have any similarity to the 
new one. 
The big question of the day, so 


far as distributors of radio appar- 
atus are concerned, will be whether 
or -not a central broadcasting sta- 
tion is to be constructed for the 
use- of all the dealers. This plan is 
gamins consfderable headway, in- 
sofar as the dealers themselves are 
concerned, but has not been en- 
dorsed by any of the newspapers 
that own their own broadcasting 
stations. 
The newspapers, how- 


ever. are unanimous in endorsing 
any action the other broadcasters 
may take in ; the establishment of 
such a station, so long as the in- 
dividual newspapers 
centinue to 


broadcast from their own stations. 
It is maintained by the radio 


dealers that many of the stations 
now operating have poor modula- 
tion and are not being operated on 
sufficient power, 
therefore

Their contention is that due to the 
poor modulation and lack of suf-

The market and net fishing season for striped bass re-opened 


August 1 and remains open until September IT, which will give the 
men with the nets time to clean out the few remaining members of 
the bass family who have survived past attacks of the nets. 
From 


September 17 tmtil November 14 the rod and line men will have the 
exclusive right to catch the stripers, but by that time th chances are 
fhere will be no btripers to be caught. 


Reports from fifty anglers who have been striped bass fishing for 


the past several months indicate that only an occasional fish is being 
taken. A few stripers have gone up the Russian river for the frst 
time in years, probably making- a run for their lives away from the 
nets, but if the poachers are as bold in the Russian river dstrct as 
they are about the bay the bass wll have a terrible time keeping out of 
the net= long enough to grab a piece of bait on a hook. There are a 
few fish in the Napa slough, some very small bass in the Sacramento 
nvpr find a fpw stniv schools of small one1; living near pt. San Ouen- 
tin. 
Fishyig at Martinez, Eonicia, Crockett, Rodeo, Yallejo and Mor- 


row Cove is not worth while. An occasional bass is being taken at 
Black 'Point on the flood ticfe.

These figures were compiled 
by "W. W. lichards, local fishing authority, and correspond very closely 
wth theh statistics gathered by the State Fish and Game Commission. 
1C this alarming decrease continues the pal! bearers for the last bass 
can be appointed now. 


OFFICIALS ,O2T»ER CO-OPERATION. 


There are two game wardens in this district. They have to cover 


the hills and valleys in addition to the waters of the bay. 
One of 


them was out of town for several weeks, presumably on the trail of 
illegal deer hunters and other violators of the law. With so much 
territory to cover it is probably too much to ask the wardens to stop 
all illegal fishing, but a cursory investigation might disclose the sale 
of under-sized bass and their subsequent appearance on the bill-of-fare 
of some restaurants. 
It is illegal to buy or sell striped bass-under 


three founds in weight or to have in possession at any time striped 
bass under T2 inches in length. 
The officials of the Fish and Game Commission in San Francisco 


have expressed a desire to co-operate witri the rod and reel fishermen 
and they promise immediate action when notified of illegal fishing.

and cases have occured recently in- 
dicating that the feeling has at- 
tained formidable proportions. Years 
before the introduction of college 
athletics trouble between students 
and citizens of a college community 
served as one of the outlets for the 
pent-up spirits of the young col- 
legians. 
Usually there were spo- 


radic conflicts with "townies" and 
often with the firemen. In a sta- 
port city such as New Havca there 
were often pitched battles between 
students and sailors. 


The origin of the "class bully" 


at Yale was a fight with sailors on 
long wharf, in which the students 
wrested from a giant sailor a huge 
club 
which 
was 
preserved 
and 


kno^vn as "the bully club," but -with 
the introduction of organized ath- 
letics the 'ebullient spirit of col- 
legians had *another outlet. 


At the present time disturbances 


came from a desire on the port not 
only of the townspeople but from 
graduates of other 
eolleg-es liv- 


ing in Cambridge to see the home 
team downed. This, as a matter of 
fact, is also the case at Yale, but in 
lesser 
degree. 
Instead 
of 
the 
streets, the grandstands of the ath- 
letic fields have become the scene 
of conflict. 


So serious were 
conditions 
at 


Harvard last year that the Harvard 
athletic committee has taken drastic 
action regarding 
the 
seating of 


spectators at the football games to 
be plaved this fall. 
They propose 


to pernit the patrons of thp games 
who are now Harvard men to come 
to thSe contest, but they are to 
be 


seated in other sections of the stand 
so that the solidarity of the Har- 
vard stand holding none but Crim- 
son 
sympathizers 
shall 
not 
be 


broken or disturbed. 


The trouble has been pronounced 


at Cambridge, where if some inci- 
dents that occurred last year were 
narrated they would luxrdly be be- 
lieved. 


At Yale certain football games 


have developed some similar con- 
ditions. 
In universities located in 


or near the big centers, town and 
gown feeling has also been mani- 
fested of late. But it has practically 
never 
appeared at such places as 
Dartmouth. 
Princeton and so on, 


where the institution is larger than 
the community in which it stands.

This 


inventor already had several im- 
portant scientific discoveries to 
his credit and his new cause was 
such a worthy one that Watter- 
son R. RothacKer assigned ham a, 
corner of the laboratory as a 
workshop and instructed the la- 
boratory technical statf to be of 
any assistance possible. 


The fundamental principle of 


the sought for invention is a new 


sensitive to light. 
The inventor 


sa;ys he is making progress to- 
ward perfecting this new mater- 
ial. The blind person would sit 
in a darkened room with a strm 


of this material drawn tightly 
over the palm^of his hand. By 
means of a miniature projection 
machine motion pictures would 
be projected onto this material 
just as onto a theater screen at 
present.

Pedestrains along country roads^ 


and those who walk in the streets'', 
at night in preference to using the 
sidewalks can contribute materially 
toward the reduction of automobile 
accidents by walking on the left- 
side of the road,, facing oncoming 
traffic, according to. Dai H, Lewis, 
acting executive chairman of tho 
American Automobile Association. 


"Courtesy on the part of the au- 


tomobile driver demands the use 
of dimmed lights .at night," con- 
tends Lewis, "and-this factor, while 
ii< *untributes'to the safety, of pass- 
ing motorists, makes it exceedingly

This 
difficulty is increased if the pedes- 
trian happens to be wearing datk 
clothing;

acter. 
Kipling In San Francisco 


In the current literary articles anent Rud- 


vard Kipling and his work it is interesting to 
recall his first visit to San Francisco. He ap- 
pears to have started out to find himself, after 
a laborious season as the sub-editor of 1he 
Allahabad Pioneer, during which he threw off 
the "Barrack Boom Ballads" and some sketches 
that attracted attention in literary centers. He 
arrived here from the Orient on the steamer 
City of Pekin in 3889, and registered at Ihe 
Palace Hotel. What he saw was told in his 
"American Notes," and the record is not wholly 
complimentary. It is said in a dissertation in 
the New York Herald that he was nursing the 
familiar English grievance about '-pirated 
books," and in consequence snv, 
r things ^iih a 


somewhat jaundiced eye. 
"He carried ihal 


grievance up every San Francisco hill and inlo 
every side street., aim uirougn it, surveyed every 
aspect of the city's life and every one of Ihe 
monuments—the Palace Hotel, the Cliff House 
and even the Bohemian Club, where he was gen- 
erously entertained. Then having had his say 
about San Francisco reporters, cable cars, hotel 
clerks, hotel waiters, bunco sceerers, climate 
and clubs he proceeded to Portland, Oregon, 
and fished gloriously for salmon in the Colum- 
bia river.!> 


He Never Reported Here 


It 5s not strange that an exuberant young 


writer who had attained some notice in high 
literary circles and felt confidence in himself 
should speak out as to his first impressions of 
us. We are different, and the most inoffensive 
form of expressing that fact is too generally 
taken as adverse criticism. However, Kipling's 
impressions were rather 
sharply 
worded. 


There is one thing about which he should be set 
right, however. After his fame had been firmly 
established a story gained currency that during 
his sojourn here he essayed reporting, having 
need for the money, and that San Francisco 
publisutijs who \\eie olfeicd buuie uf his, luauu- 
scripts turned them down. As to the latter 
there are well founded doubts, but as to the 
former it may safely be said there is no truth 
whatever. 
He was by no means in financial 


ertremeties -when he arrived, and it is not prob- 
able that he sought a market for any work that 
he may have had on hand. But it may be said 
that had he sought a job at reporting and at- 
tained it he might not have entirely filled the 
bill. News reporting has few qualities in com- 
mon with that form of composition which a 
creative author adopts. It may even be said 
that a British author would not be likely to 
do as well on an American newspaper as an 
American author on A British publication. 


tThe American Bar Association 


There has been one convention after another 


lere this year—world conventions, national 
conventions and state conventions; religious, 
secular, fraternal, commercial and judicial. It 
is not straining at all to call San Francisco the 
Convention City. No city in the United States 
ever had so many important gatherings in a 
single year. It seems to be due to several 
causes, among which is the more complete dis- 
covery that this is a hospitable and comfortable 
place ia which to sojourn during the time of 
rear in which-conventions arc set, and the fact 
that there is an assemblage place equal to any 
demand of any association or organization. The 
convention that has been under way during the 
•week ctacds out. The American Bar Associa- 
tion has assembled notables from all over the 
land and from other lands, and just at this time 
attracts attention because of ihe need felt for 
its action or influence in correcting some 


laches in tlje laws and the enforcement of them. 
Outstanding participants are the Chief Justice 
of the United States, who has been the Presi-' 
dent of the nation, and the Vice President; but 
(here are many others of judicial standing, 
though of less exalted public station; while 
Britain is represented by a titled barrister, 
and France by one eminent in its law; and 
There are repre&eniatnps Jrom other lands. The 
address of the Chief Justice has been called thr- 
keynote. The need of speedier justice and 
more uniform laws h;ne been emphasized as 
tv,o of Ihe urgent needs. If is probable that a 
siart will b? made by this reminder from such 
high authority 'to realize what is generally 
acknowledged to be desirable. This convention 
is therefore notable not only in its distin- 
guished participants, but what is likely to 
result from ifs deliberations.

Semi-Centennial Anniversary

of 1he Bohemian* Club was celebrated at the 
leceut summer outing. The celebration was in 
1hc form of an allegorical play written by Haig 
Pritigian, recounting some of the incidents of 
the famous club's beginning. Among these was 
that of settling upon its name. It was dis- 
closed tlia I mere w.ih opposition 10 auupuug 
the name "Bohemian." Among those who were 
present and look part in the initial meeting 
were Colonel Cremony, Thomas Newcome, Dan- 
iel O'Counell, James F. Bowman, Sands W. 
Forman, J. N. H. Irwin, F. G. Kenney and 
others, more or less genuine bohemians of their 
day — at least, good fellows whose gatherings 
were feasts of reason and flows of soul. 
But 


still they did not seem to relish being desig- 
nated as bohemians. History of the occasion 
records that Kenney specially demurred. He 
is represented as having objected to the name 
because it was not respectable. He is made to 
say that a bohemian is "a fellow who buttons 
his seedy coat to conceal his lack of clean 
linen;" a person of talent, perhaps, but im- 
pecunious, and wearing his hair long, and starv- 
ing in cheap restaurants, or else predatory and 
of disreputable character. To Colonel Cremony 
may be due the final adoption of the same 
•which has attained celebrity over the world and 
without doubt established a more tolerant 
meaning for the word that seems to have been 
regarded with reservations fifty years ago. He 
is represented to have said, "To hell with, such 
an argument! My idea of this club is that it 
will have a sanded floor, a deal table, a keg of 
beer, plenty of chairs and plenty of good fel- 
lows to sit in them. Let the rich be generous 
with their money, while the writers, artists, 
musicians and actors give generously of their 
talents." That is about what has happened, 
but 'the pioneers could not have dreamed of it 
happening so emphatically.

It may be generally 
known that a mighty organ is installed there 
permanently, but probably not that the dining 
tables seat 1500; that guests and participants 
sleep on brass beds ; that f 45,000 was recently 
expended on an electric control; that there 
is a mammoth and perfectly equipped kitchen, 
and that at the annual events 35 cooks, ap- 
pronching 200 waiters and 15 pantrymen are 
on duty.' Supplies such as fruit, fresh, meat, 


fish, vegetables, butter, cream, milk, cheese, ice 
and such sundries are brought up by the train- 
load. Pastry is for the most part baked on the 
premises. Five hundred pies and several hun- 
dred puddings have to be ready every morning. 
The fare is by no means of the lunch-basket 
order. And those who are there to play and 
recuperate have their appetites with them. If 
they do not fetch the same they acquire them 
very soon in (he invigorating surroundings. It 
has been observed that the man who makes out 
on a cup of-coffee and toast for breakfast in 
the city readily negotiates a bowl of oatmeal, a 
cantaloupe, a steak, with eggs, and then a stack 
of hot cakes with a couple of cups of coffee at 
Bohemian Grove. 
Judge Troutt's Friends 


One of the recent political events was the 


gathering of friends of Judge Troutt to con- 
sider steps to further his re-election. For there 
is a strong sentiment in favor of retaining him 
on a bench that he has so long honored. A 
proposition advanced by Martin Stevens, once 
a la*w pnrtnT of +he Judge, ira« thnt a blanket- 
movement be organized in favor of all occu- 
pants of the superior bench up for re election. 
This at once brought out a reminder from one 
of the conferees that this plan was tried by the 
friends of the supreme judges, and that let- 
ters in furtherance of it brought a reply from 
an attorney which, though not discussing the 
merits of the judges, did question this method 
of, campaigning, which is believed to have 
greatly accentuated the chances of several con- 
testants. Then it was recalled that years ago 
Mr. Stevens as campaign manager devised a 
plan of action in behalf of District Attorney 
A. P. Black, who was up for re-election. The 
plan consisted in publishing the names of those 
whom the quite successful prosecuting officer 
had convicted during his incumbency. The 
bearers of these names were reminded thus of 
something that they desired to forget, or at 
least (hat they did not care to have the world 
reminded of, and turned to in opposition with 
such vigor that they turned the scale. The 
law-abiding citizens to whom the showing was 
expected to appeal were not aroused, and the 
candidate went down to defeat, 
Henry Miller, Agriculturist-

but also as an astute manager. 
In his long 


career as both he has been uniformly success- 
iui, ana must nave made a greac ueai 01 money. 
For it has come to be accepted that whatever 
plays he puts on are always well worth the 
price of admission and draw well. In a dis- 
cussion here, where he is very popular, of his 
probable wealth there was general acquiescence 
in the idea that he should be well fixed; but 
there was one phase of the discussion that was 
interesting. 
It was disclosed that he owns a 


farm somewhere in Connecticut, and insists on 
being regarded as an "agriculturist."

For the Winter Festivities

The San Joaquin Valley Disease 


When the death of A. J. Frey, vice-president 


of (he United States Shipping Board, was an- 
nounced, together with the statement that the 
cause of his death was a disease from which 
very few recover—57 out of 69 authenticated 
cases proving*fatal—and that it was called the 
"San Joaquin Valley" disease, there was vigor- 
ous protest from the valley press. The editors 
saw injury to their section of the state without 
justification. A disease so likely to be fatal was 
not calculated to attract desirable residents, 
and there was no logical reason why it should 
be fastened on a very healthful valley. 
The 


press had a reasonable "kick" coming, and now 
may get busy in promulgating Dr. Copeland's 
elucidation. The more scientific name for the 
disease ia "Blasto-mycosis." 
All authorities 


have-come to the conclusion that it is a disease 
of Oriental origin. It was named the San Joa- 
quin Valley disease because most of the cases in 


the United States have been found there. As 
there are many Orientals in the valley it is reas- 
onable to conclude that the disease was brought 
iher» from the Orient. Frey had visited China 
within a year of his death, and may have been 
infected there. Blasto-mycosia has been mis- 
taken for tuberculosis. Dr. Copeland says: 
"We need not worry about blasto-mycosig, be- 
cause it is extremely rare and is rarely met with 
outside the Orient." 
N. 
A Los Angeles-Hawaiian Line 


San Francisco and the other bay cities will 


have to look to their laurels or Los Angeles may 
grab one of the best customers that Northern 
California has. This customer is Hawaii, and, 
while for the present, our southern neighbor 
cannot hope to obtain the trade of the Islands, 
it is about to have its' first chance. The oppor- 
tunity comes with the establishment of direct 
service between Wilmington and Honolulu. 
Large, fast and commodious passenger steam- 
erg are to be placed in operation by the Los 
Angeles Steamship Company, Vhich operates 
the Yale and Harvard between here and the 
south. One of the fleet, the City of Los An- 
geles, formerly the German steamer Aeolus, is 
already in drydoek at San Pedro, being pre- 
pared for the run; and shortly a second liner, 
the City 'of Honolulu, formerly the German 
steamship Huron, will arrive from the Atlan- 
tic seaboard. The inauguration of this serv- 
ice will be immediately felt here. Many East- 
ern travelers who formerly came to this port 
if their destination was Hawaii, will now go 
to Los Angeles. It is remembered how the 
drummers from Los Angeles invaded the ter- 
ritory as far north as Santa Cruz a short time 
back, and there is no doubt but that the mer- 
chants of that community will try 'the same 
thing at Honolulu. 
A Convention City 


The Democratic National Convention in this 


city two years ago was pronounced one of the 
most successful and most satisfactory 
from 


a climatic and entertainment standpoint ever 
staged in the history of the party. 
The 


result was an incentive to go forth and get 
more conventions. The community redoubled 
its efforts and the results have been the num- 
ber _of organizations meeting here this year. 
Now. 
back in New York they are talking 


again about the Democratic National Con- 
vention and again they are mentioning this 


possible that the Democrats can be per- 
suaded to make the long trip to the Pacific 
Coast again so soon, but that the matter has 
been seriously talked of may be realized from 
the sarcastic way in which the proposal is 
treated by one of the New York dailies. This 
publication has little love for California, but, 
up to the present, has taken its editorial spite 
out of Los Angeles. Now comes a diatribe in 
which San Francisco, Denver and Kansas City 
are referred to as "one-night stands." The edi- 
torial says: "The national conventions of the 
major political parties will not be held for two 
years, but it is not too early to point out that 
San Francisco is too far away for one of these' 
important gatherings. Republicans have a way 
of picking out" the best (jonvention city in 
America—Chicago. But Democrats put up the 
national convention to the highest bidder, and 
some one-night stand like Denver, Kansas City 
or San Francisco gets it. Even Los Angeles 
in the far away corner of the United States, 
shows a desire to secure the Democratic Na- 


stional Convention, although if a big body of 
Democrats went out to that favored city of 
oranges and flowers they would be the loneliest 
crowd ever gathered together; for none of their 
party dwell in Los Angeles." 
Vogue of Tennis and Golf 


The increased vogue of tennis and golf is de- 


veloping new discussion and consideration of 
these games. For instance, the president of 
the United States Lawn Tennis Association, 
who recently visited California, expressed the 
opinion that a new type of court is likely to be 
evolved. It is pointed out in this connection 
that although the Pacific Coast, and notably 
California, has produced many stars of the 
game, a national championship has never been 
rilpved here, due to th° Inck of tnrf courts. 
There is not a standard turf court on the coast. 
The prevailing court here seems to be a hard 
court, but still not a clay court. It is sug- 
gested, or at least discusse.d, that if the clay 
court championships were changed to hard 
court championships, which 
would include 


clay, asphalt, concrete, etc., the Pacific Coast 
could bid for championship contests. As to 
golf, the striking increase of spectators of 
championship games, or of games between, 
noted players, has caused much discussion as 
to what should be done for their accommoda- 
tion and control. It is represented to be a 
common thing that three to five thousand per- 
sons trail 
players in a champion match. 


Though it is feared by some greens commit- 
tees that such crowds will wear down the turf 
on the fairways, it is not seen that action can 
be taken in (he direction of ruling them off, 
and just what should or can be done has not 
been suggested yet on lines generally acknowl- 


edged as practicable. But the crowds which 
trail players of championship games increase 
in such ratio that something will ultimately 
have to be done about it. 
Peter B. Kyne Lends a Hand 


Peter B. Kyne's "Cappy Ricks'' tackles 'the 


shingle problem in his latest story, which ap- 
pears in the August Cosmopolitan. More than? 
mere fiction interest attaches to this story, for 
it is founded on a situation that is agitating 
the lumbermen of the state. Kyne has called 
his story "It Shall Be Done." A radiogram 
from an ocean liner bound to the Orient from 
San Francisco throws Cappy Ricks headlong 
into a referendum campaign. The radiogram 
reads: "Have you read Chapter 354, State 
Housing Act, Statutes of 1921? Camouflaged 
dynamite!" 
This chapter of the statutes of 


1921 really is considered "camouflaged dyna- 
mite" by the lumber trade of California. 
Section 10 provides that ""the roofs of every 
semi-fireproof building shall be constructed of 
approved incombustible materials, or well cov- 
ered v>ith au appicncd composition fire resist- 
ive or fire retardent material;" that "every 
wooden building hereafter erected in any incor- 
porated town, incorporated city, or incorpor- 
ated city and county shall have the roofs there- 
on constructed of the same kind of material and 
in the same manner hereinbefore provided for 
semi-fireproof buildings." Section 68 reads in 
part: "Every semi-fireproof building and wood- 
en building hereafter erected shall have the 
roofs thereof constructed and maintained in 
good repair with materials as in this act here- 
inbefore provided for semi-fireproof buildings." 
Strangely enough, the significance of these pro- 
visions was overlooked while the new State 
Housing Act was before the Legislature for 
passage, and Governor Stephens for his signa- 
ture. At the last moment, twelve days before

Somewhat At Sea 
| I find that a large contingent of the citizenry 


i is considerably at sea as to the status of the 


railroad unscrambling matter. Those in this 
category take account of the fact that the Su- 
preme Oourc ot toe unueu biates renaerea a 
decision ordering the unscrambling; and as the 
Supreme Court of the United States is the trib- 
unal of last resort, they do not see what more 
there is to it. They are unable to see how the 
Supreme Court's decision can be reversed by 


j the Interstate Commerce Commission, which is', 


understood to be the aim of the proponents of 
the side which wants matters to remain as they. 
are. The Commission was empowered by an 
Act of 1920 to consolidate railroads "in the 
public interest." The Supreme Court construes 
the^law as it has been enacted. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission acts on its discretion. 
It has the power, if it shall conclude the public 
interest requires it, to do that which the Su- 
preme Court decides is illegal, thus seeming to 
create* an anomalous situation. The vigorous 
campaigning that is now in progress Is for the 
purpose of bringing about a situation which 
shall impress the Interstate Commission as "the 
public interest," one way or the other. I find 
that,there is no unanimity of sentiment here as 
to how it ought to go. Immense sums are being 
expended by both sides. Orators are expounding 
orally, publications are discussing in detail, 
elaborate literature is being gotten out with 
colored maps showing what will happen if un- 
scrambling goes through, and on the other hand 
what will result if it 5s halted. Altogether 
there seems to be a sweat that may well con- 
fuse the ordinary citizen who is not directly 
interested. 
Sidewalk Flower Stands 


The increase of San Francisco's open-air 


flower markets has aroused certain of the 
florists, and there may be something done 
to limit them. It is only a few years since 
a battle was waged to prevent the abolition 
of fbe vendors at Lotta's Fountain. 
The 


Kenrny and Market street intersection has 
long been given over to the sale of flowers from 
the sidewalk, and the efforts of rent-paying 
dealers to have them eliminated has been in- 
effectual. Now, 1 learn, there is likely to be 
a renewed effort at least at regulation. The 
sidewalk floral booths have become more elab- 
orate and are spreading everywhere throughout 
the downtown district. Merchants, whose busi- 
ness may be none too good these days, have in 
certain einstances allowed the setting up of ven- 
dor's stands for a consideration. Many of the 
stands are permitted to operate without obli- 
gation by the owners of the stores "before which 
they are placed. In fact tbe majority are of 
this character, but now when rents are being 
raised throughout the retail section, and the 
open-air merchants are adding tin foil and tis- 
sue to their stock in trade, making up almost as 
nice a bouquet as milady can get from the lead- 
ing florists, the latter are once more bestirring 
themselves.

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Governor's Board Investigat- 


ing Resources Brings Out 


Scheme at Hearing. 


By HARRY HAMMOND. 


BYR.OX, Aug. 12.—Beneficial re- 


sults would follow the adoption of 
a plan for a state water court, ac- 
coidins to Daniel Hadsell, attorney 
of San Francisco and representa- 
tive of several leading delta inter- 
ests, at the hearing held by the 
Consulting Board of the Water Re- 
sources Investigation. 


This board was appointed by 


Gowinoi blvjphuii 10 kosher infor- 
mation to present to the next ses- 
sion of the legislature regarding 
irrigation and reclamation affairs 
in this state. It has held many 
hearings, but none so Important as 
the one last week, in which the 
board and a party of engineers and 
Delta land owners participated. 


Hadsell proposes the establish- 


ment of a water court composed 
of five members, three engineers 
and two lawyers, to be appointed 
for life, at a salary of not less than 
$10,000 a year. 


The court proposed would have 


the exclusive authority to hear and 
determine all causes which involve 
the determination or condemnation 
of water lights. 


Appeal would lie from this court 


to the ap_pellate courts, and the su- 
preme c&Urt would have power to 
prescribe all rules and procedure 
in connection therewith. 


"There is no greater obstruction 


to the development of any people," 
said adsell, "than poor la\vs poorly 
administered. We do not say it is 
the fault of the courts, for it is 
not. The fault lies in the great and 
rapid change that has taken place 
in California, from mining and cat- 
tle to agriculture, in the failure to 
change our laws to meet this 
change, and in the fact that our 
ordinary court system, has not the 
necessary administrative power re- 
quired in regulating the use of wa- 
ter. 


"Therefore we believe that with 


good laws, promptly and justly ad- 
ministered, the application of wa- 
ter to land in California may be 
safely trusted to the land owners 
themselves under local self-govern- 
ment." 


The hearing brought out many 


important was that "water was the 
life blood of California's prosper- 
ity," and sincoythe'Delta degion was 
among the richest portions of tha 
. state, it should be assured of the 


co-operation of the state and fed- 
eral governments in conserving and 
maintaining its present develop- 
ment and given an opportunity to 
Increase it. 


The plea most strongly urged 


•was that the waters of the Sacra- 
mento and the San Joaquin rivers 
at their outflow into San Francisco 
bay be so maintained in volumne, 
and so controlled, that invasion of 
the 525,000 acres of rich Delta land 
by sea water cease. It was point- 
ed out that this region depends on 
the use of the waters for irriga- 
tion, otherwise a crop valuation of 
$95,000,000 a year would be jeopar- 
dized.

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LEARNING FROM THE INDIAN. 


'' In the early days of America when the creeks 
iflried and the clouds refused the rains it was 
the practice of the Indians to set fire to the 
'prairies. The Indians believed that the fire, 
iand their incantations, produced rains. 


When the while man settled the prairies and 


"learned of the ways in which the Redskin 
wooed the skies, there was laughter. The ''medi- 
cine man'' went further west and there was no 
more burning of the grasses. Also, according 
to a scientist at Xew York University, there 
.was less rain. 


When they wihh rain in the Middle Western 


prairies today ihey do not beat 011 tom-tom? 
and send clouds of smoke to the heaven?. They 
do not believe in superstition back there and, 
besides, who would wish to burn valuable hay? 
Instead they chip in like neighbors and hire a 
man to make it rain. Sometime,"!he man fires 
a cannon at the clouds. Again the rainmaker 
sets out pans of white substance and guards 
his actions with mystery. When it 'rains he 
draws Ms pay; if it is dry he moves on. 


"Old Storm King/ father of the United 


States Weather Service and known to the rec- 
ords as James Pollard Espv, occasioned a 
hearty laugh when he announced, years ago, 
that there was scientific backing for the fires 
the Indians had set. He asked Congress for 
an appropriation to enable him to build large 
fires over an extensive' area and Congress in- 
dulged in no end of funny speeches before the 
bill was killed. When Espy died he was a, rec- 
ognized meteorologist but his theory of grass 
fires and rains was not accepted. 


Xow comes Dr. W. D. Hering, emeritus pro- 


fessor of Physics at Isew York University, with 
a new declaration the Indians and "Old Storm 
King-'' were right. 


Espy's theory, according to Professor Hering, 


and that of the Indians, if they may be con- 
sidered to have had a theory, was that the fires 
would cause a great column of heated air to vise 
to rarer regions and expand. This expansion 
would be accompanied by a fall of iemperainrc 
and would condense the vapor in the contigu- 
ous air, as well as that in the column. This 
Condensation would liberate enough heat to 
stimulate the further rising of ibe central col- 
umn, and the continuous expansion and cool- 
ing and condensation of vapor would eventually 
precipitate rain. 


Espy had been dead thirty-one years when 


the Government sponsored experiments to test 
his theory. They were not convincing. ]S'ow 
scientists are faking up the matter again. One 
of the processes they favor is the filling of the 
air with dust nuclei (surface fires such as the 
Indians used being one method of doing this) 
and producing jars or concussions that will 
disturb the air, that water particles will attach 
themselves (o tlu'se nuclei and descend in the 
form of rain. 


Whether the Indians learned from long ob- 


servation of accidental fires that they were 
often followed by rain or whether there may 
have arisen a scientist ainontr them us, there 
were astronomers among the ancient Chaldeans 
will remain a mystery. At any rate, the an- 
nouncement of Professor Hering would indi-

1 '' • ON "WIPING THE SLATE." 


Sweeping assertions concerning debt cancel- 


lations are not to be made without considera- 
tion of at least fwo important points which arc 
often overlooked. 


In the first place, the United Slates has al- 


ready waived claims against Germany corres- 
ponding to the remissions which Great Britain, 
under the terms of the Lord Balfour note, now 
offers to make. At Paris this country renoun- 
ced claircTto indemnities which might have been 
credited to it, and which other countries are 
seeking. These were the sums under the head- 
ing of damages to civilians, pensions, and the 
jn-o. Wjy thry carried on tho books now n^ n 
claim, instead of being wiped off at our initia- 
tive, they would represent a staggering sum. A 
larger sum, for similar damage, represents a 
part of that which England would offer in the 
cancellation plan. 


More important is the fact that n nation 


which both, owes and is a lender is in better 
position to talk cancellation than one which 
is solely a creditor nation. If, for instance, 
Great Britain should cancel ?2 of uncollectible 
debt due ber and in return therefore have the 
United States cancel §1 of collectible debt due 
from Great Britain to this country, Great Brit- 
ain would be so much the gainer.

AMONG THE OAKLAND REDWOODS IN EARLY DAYS. 


The following interesting reference to lumbering back of East 


Oakland in early days is taken from a book by Jacob Wright Harlan, 
entitled "California '46 to '88," published in 1888: 


arriving at the Mission 


San Joso (in the spring of 
1S47), I separated from my 


comrades, most of -whom I have 
not been since. 
I was -welcomed 


to the homp of my uncle. George 
Harlan, where I remained for a 
few days 
It was neces- 


s>aiy for me to ge^ to work, and 
work was not easy to get. Gold 
had not yet been discovered, and 
but iitue was doing, wages beans 
only eight and ten dollars per 
month. 
So, I determined to ?o 


to the redwood forest on the 
east side of the 
San Antonio 


range of hills, to the easiv<ird 
of the present site of East Oak- 
land, and there 
tiy 
to make 


shingles. 


I was entirely unacquainted 


with this kind of work. 3et I 
could but try, so I hired Richard 
Swift and went to work 


We cut down a very large red- 


wood tree and -worked it up into 
15,000 shingles, which occupied 
us one month. I then had them 
hauled to San Antonio Landing, 
row Enst Oikl'nfl, arfl ^hippprl 
them on a flatboat to San_ Fran- 
cisco, where I sold them to TV A 
Leidesdorf 
for five dollars a 


thousand. 
I then paid Swift his 


wages and all expenses and had 
fifty dollars left. 


At this .time, there were four 


stores, or principal mercantile 
houses, in San Francisco 
The town had begun to grow a, 
little; its population 
might be 


about three hundred. 
Lumber 


•was scarce and not ea.sy to be 
got. 
It had all to be sawed by 


whip-saws, as there were then no 
saw-mills in the country. 


After disposing of my shingles, 


Leidesdorf asked me if I would 
take a contract to fence in six- 
teen fifty-vara lots in San Fran- 
ciico 
belonging to Commodore 


Sloat, 
Commodore 
Stockton, 


Colonel Fremont and some others 
The fence was to consist of two 
rails, with mortised posts and a 
space of thiee feet between the 
lails 
He said their object was 


to pi event bquatters from occu- 
pying the lots, and that he would 
pay me fifty dollars for fencing 
each lot. I thougat well of this, 
and we entered into a written 
agreement on the above terms, 
m which 
there 
was no limit 


" mentioned for the completion of 


the -work. 


I went to San Jose and found 


David 
"Williamson, 
who was 


working at Oliver's grist-mill and 
earning two dollars and a half 
a day. I showed him my con- 
tract and cold him what I had 
done, ard asked li.m to be my 
partner in the -rtork. At fust he 
hesitated, sajing that he was in 
good employment, earning certain 
wages, and that my job might be 
a failure 
I said, "All light, 


David; 
we 
will see" and 
I 


mounted and rode off, but pres- 
ently ho called me back and said 
he would join me 


We then hired Swift and went 


to the redwoods, v, here we cut 
down trees and split them into 
posts <md r.nls. 
I bought two 


yoke of oxen and a wagon, and 
hired my cousin, Joel Harlan, to 
help me haul the stuiE to San An- 
tonio for shipment to San Fran- 
cisco. 
While we were hauling, 


"Williamson was in the city, mor- 
n&mg the posts, and, as ^e soon 
got them all over to tne city, I 
went ineie -\\.ta tiiu team to 


} finish the work. 


There was then no -nav to take 


wagons and teams across the bay 
from what is now Oakland to 
San Francisco, except by way of 
San Jose. 


We had our tent on the sand 


hills on Market street on the lot 
where' the Palace 
Hotel now 


stands. 
It was nearly all sand 


hills about theie at that time, 
with scrub oak bushes all over 
the neighborhood. 
We had no 


tea or coffee, but yerba buena 
(a creeping vine) grew in plenty 
under the bushes. We made tea 
of it, and drank nothing else.

believe it 
is 
more wholesome 


than coffee or Chinese tea 


We began this work on July 6 


and finished it on September 20,

to

satisfaction 
of 


Leidesdoif, 
who 
pa^d 
us 
as 


agreed. 
After paying 
all ex- 


penses, we had fi\c hundred dol- 
lars to di\ule, and went to our 
camp, sat down on the blankets 
in the deep sand and made our 
division. 
Dasid declared it was 


the best strike he had ever made, 
and that he was going back to 
Cincinnati. I tried to get him to 
stay, but he was set on going 
back, and 'did so.

Professor Richet

ceived a letter 
from 
Sir Oliver 


Tjodge, with whom he is imregula'' 
correspondence and (in which Sir 
Oliver claimed to have,gone "one' 
step further" than 
his famous 


French colleague in- his imcbtiga- 
tion of the superlife. 
"I am not m entire accord with 


Sir Oliver," said Professor • Richet. 
"t do not believe in the after-life 
or in communion with the dead. 
My deductions are drawn from 
facts which I have 'witnessed and 
beyond that I cannot give way to 
my imagination. I am essentially a 
practical man and not a dreamer." 


The French psychist goes, on the 


theory that we ao not understand 
the why and the wherefore of any 
of the phenomena 
of 
life. 
"To fi|rty,er f\nlnin rnv -point " 


he said. "If you see a red book 
your mind registers that it is a red 
book through your sense of vision— 
that is "habitual"—but 
when 
a 


medium reads 
a 
letter without 


opening the envelope in whion it is 
sealed, the medium takes knowl- 
edge of its contents through pow- 
ers other than the five powers of 
sense—that is "inhabitual." 


"My efforts have been to prove 


the existence of these "inhabitual" 
powers, but the only theory that I 
can deduct is the theory X—theory 
of the unknown—as I have merely 
observed facts, 
but 
cannot link 


them together so as to deduce con- 
clusions which would govern all the 
phenomena."
